NANKING, April 22 (AP)—A 
Chinese communique late tonight 
said Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek and acting President Li 
Tsung-jen had jointly decided the 
Government “must fight for the 
peoples’ freedom and national in- 
dependence to the end.” 

The statem@nt on results of a 
conference of the two leaders at 
Hangchow during the day said 
Premier Ho Ying-chin, who also 
attended the meeting, was given 
full command of all nationalist 
forces. Ho also became Minister 
of National Defense, replacing 
Gen. Hsu Yung-chang. Ho went 
to Shanghai and Li returned to 
Nanking tonight.

(The Associated Press said 
wholesale desertions and surrend- 
ers without fighting hampered the 
Government’s defense.) 

Americans Advised to Leave. 

Nanking was being abandoned 
by all who wished to escape a 
Communist occupation. Thirty 
planes carried out several hun- 
dred members of the Nationalist 
lecislative and executive branches. 

The United States Embassy ad- 
vised all 200 Americans still in 
Nanking to get out at once, if 
they could. The warning was part- 
ly checkmated by the mass sweep 
of the Communists across the 
river east of Nanking, cutting the 
railway to Shanghai along with 
the trunk highways. Nationalist 
forces between Nanking and 
Shanghai were putting up only 
slight resistance. 

The last train for Shanghai left 
Nanking this afternoon. It was 
fired on by the Communists near 
Changchow, big rail town 70 
miles southeast of Nanking. In

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP)— 


Ruth Hanna, of Rockville Centre, 
N.Y., one of nine vacationists 
aboard the trim little schooner 
Seaflower when it put to sea on 
Palm Sunday for a cruise to Ber- 
| muda. 

|. The hero of the story was so- 
|cialite John Pitcairn of Boston 
‘and Bryn Athyn, Pa., who, after 
watching helplessly as his wife 
was swept overboard, pitted his 
courage and skill against the rag- 
ing seas to save the lives of the 
others aboard. 

Not long after the 70 - foot 
schooner entered the gulf stream 
it ran into heavy weather. As the 
storm heightened in fury, the four 
women aboard were ordered be- 
low deck for safety. But Pit- 
cairn’s wife, Virginia, refused and 
remained topside to help sail the 
storm-battered craft. 

The waves grew higher, nearly 
capsizing the vessel. Then a 
boom, swinging in the gale, struck 
Mrs. Pitcairn, knocking her down. 
Before Pitcairn and his com- 
panions could reach her, a 40-foot 
wave foamed over the schooner 
‘and carried Mrs. Pitcairn over- 
board. 

Miss Hanna told then how the 
storm continued for five days and 
nights until April 18 and how 
Pitcairn, despite his grief, used 
his seamanship to save the lives 
of his companions. She said that 
if it hadn’t been for the “hero- 
ism and efforts of Pitcairn,” all 
survivors of the ill-fated cruise 
“think they would have perished.” 

Distress signals of the schooner 
finally were picked up on April 
18. Its position was 17 miles.

President’s Message Outlining ‘Social ai. |

Have Proved Inadequate’ and ‘Those Who

all over the country—in congressional hearings, in medical societies, 


and in public forums.

There nas been increasing recognition of the 


to bring adequate health services 
With respect to most of my 


recommendations, there is no longer any substantial difference of 


opinion. 

Legislation has already been en- 
acted which is helping substantial- 
ly to provide better health services 
and medical care. For example, 
federal funds are now being made 
available to help in building badly 
Needed hospitals. The federal 
government’s programs of medical 
research have been expanded. Ad- 
ditional] grants have been made 
available to the states to aid in 


establishing and maintaining pub- 


lic health services. 

However, the action thus far 
taken falls far short of our 
goal of adequate medical care 
for all our citizens. If we are 
to deal with the problem real- 
istically and in its true dimen- 
sions, action is required on a 
broader scale. 

We are in an era of startling 
medical progress. The technical 
resources available to the phy- 
sician are tremendously greater 
than a generation ago. But to 
make these resources effective, he 
much use much more complicated, 
more exact equipment. He must 
turn to specialized laboratories 
and technicians for help. He must 
apply new techniques and must 
secure more effective drugs and 
appliances. 

As a nation we have not yet 
succeeded in making the bene- 
fits of these scientific advances 
available to all those who need 
them.. The best hospitals, the 
finest research laboratories, and 
the most skillful physicians are 
of no value to those who cannot 
obtain their services. 

Now that we have the medical 
knowledge that can bring good 
health within our reach to a de- 
gree heretofore undreamed of, we 
must improve the means for 
putting that knowledge to prac- 
tical use. Good health is the 
foundation of a nation’s strength. 
t is also the foundation upon 
which a better standard of living 
can be built for individuals. To 
gee that our people actually enjoy 
the good health that medical 
acience knows how to provide is 
one of the great challenges to our 
democracy. 

Our objective must be two-fold: 
to make available enough medical 
services to go around, and to see 
that everybody has a chance to 
obtain those services. We cannot 
attain one part of that objective 
unless we attain the other as well. 

Our needs are plain. We are, 
and shall be for some time, short 
of physicians, dentists, nurses, 
medical technicians and public 
health workers. We need more 
hospitals and clinics. Medical 
personnel and facilities are un- 
evenly located in relation to the 
need in different parts of the 
country—and are particularly 
deficient in rural areas. We 
need broader, better supported 
medical research. We need much 
more attention to preventive 
health care and more adequate 
public health services. Most of 
all, we need more widespread 
use of the modern method of 
paying for medical care through 
prepaid insurance. 

There is, so far as I am aware. 
no longer any significant dis- 
agreement on these basic objec- 
tives. And there is general 
agreement that the financial 
problem is at the base of our 
difficulties. 

My first recommendation is 
that Congress enact legislation 
providing for a nation-wide 
system of health insurance. 

The traditional method of pay- 
ing for medical care cannot meet 
the health needs of today. As 
medical education and practice 
have become better, they have be- 
come more specialized and at the 
same time more expensive. As 
treatment has become more ex- 
pensive, families have found it 
more difficult to meet the extraor- 
dinary costs of accidents, serious 
iliness or major surgery. 

Thus, at the same time that 
our knowledge of how to pro- 
vide medical care is at its high- 
est point, more and more po- 
ple are unable to afford it. It 
is no longer just the poor who 
are unable to pay for all the 
medical care they need—suan 
care is now beyond the means 
of all but the upper income 
groups. 

This is an anomalous situa- 
tion. It can and should be met 
through social insurance. Un- 
der such a system, regular con- 
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tributions to the insurance fund 
will replace irregular, often 
overwhelming, family outlays 
for medical care. 

Insurance against the costs of 
medical care has been growing 
rapidly in this country in recent 
years. This growth is proof that 
our people understand the advan- 
tages of health insurance and de- 
sire its extension. 

Unfortunately, however, - 
tary plans have proved inade- 
quate to meet the need. Most 
voluntary plans give only very 
limited protection. While some 
50,000,000 people now have some 
form of health insurance, this in- 
surance usually provides only 
limited protection so far as hos- 
pitalization is concerned and in 
most cases makes no provision at 
all for other medical services. 
Only three and one half-million 
of our people have insurance 
which provides anything ap- 
proaching adequate health protec- 
tion. Most serious of all, since 
rates in these voluntary plans are 
not adjusted to income, those who 
need protection most cannot af- 
ford to join. 

The only fair and effective 
means to assure adequate medical 
care through insurance is to build 
on the pattern of our existing 
social insurance plans. As in the 
case of those plans, we should 
seek to include as many persons 
as possible within the health in- 
surance system, so that more may 
benefit, and costs can be more 
widely shared. 

Health insurance is a method 
of paying for medical care. It 
will not require doctors to be- 
come employes of the Govern- 
ment. It will not disturb the 
freedom of doctors and hospi- 
tals to detexmine the nature and 
extent of treatment to be given. 
It will not interfere with the 
Personal relationship between 
doctor and patient. Under such 
a plan, patients will remain free 
to choose their own doctors, and 
doctors will remain free to ac- 
cept or reject patients. More- 
over, patients, doctors and hos- 
pitals will remain free to make 
their own arrangements for 
care outside the insurance sys- 
tem if they so choose. 

The administration of the pro- 
gram should, of course, be decen- 
tralized to the greatest possible 
extent. It is also of the utmost 
importance that the quality of 
medical care be adequately safe- 
guarded. Both these objectives 
can be accomplished in large 
measure by having the adminis- 
tration of the program in each 
locality guided by a local group 
in which the skills and judgment 
of local medical personnel are 
fully represented. Furthermore, 
the fullest possible use should be 
made of the medical schools and 
their faculties. 

Health insurance will mean 
that proper medical care will be 
economically accessible to every- 
one covered by it, in the country 
as well as in the city, as a right 
and not as a medical dole. 

It will mean that more people 
will obtain the preventive care 
which is so important, and that 
more people will be able to have 
better medical care. Thus health 
insurance will provide an effec- 
tive demand for the additional 
doctors, nurses and other med- 
ical personnel we need to im- 
prove our health. The provision 
of more doctors and medical 
personnel goes hand in hand 
with. better arrangements for 
paying for their services. 

My second recommendation, 
therefore, is that the Congress 
enact legislation to help medical 
schools expand. Special financial 
aid should be provided for the 
construction of teaching  hos- 
pitals and other facilities and to 
help the schools cover the cost 
of larger enrollments. At the 
same time, scholarship aid 
should be provided for good 
students who might otherwise 
tack the means to undertake the 
long period of prefessional 
training. 


Todav we have about 190,000 
active physicians, of whom 145,- 
000 are in private practice. This 
is not enough. It represents only 
about 80 per cent of the physicians 
we require. Unless we take 
prompt action to expand the medi- 
cal schools, we shall be no better 
off 10 years from now. We face 
similar shortages with respect to 
dentists, nurses, and other pro- 
fessional medical personnel. Ob- 
viously, the facilities for profes- 
sional education will have to be 
expanded if we are to provide 
adequate care for our growing 
population. 

Health insurance will have an-

other extremely important result 
so far as medical personnel are 
concerned. Since payment of 
doctors’ and other fees will be as- 
sured by the insurance system, 
doctors will be able to practice 
where they are needed most, with- 
out sacrificing income—as_ too 
many doctors must now do in 
rural and low-income areas, Com- 
prehensive health insurance will 
thus lead to a more equitable dis- 
tribution of doctors over the 
country, and we will no longer 
have the situation where some 
counties have only one active 
physician for every 3000 persons, 
while other counties have five or 


six. 

My third recommendation is 
that the Federal Government 
provide increased aid for the 
construction of hospitals and 
other medical facilities in com- 
munities where they are needed.

Under present cir- 
cumstances, hospitalization is 
often impossible, both because of 
the shortage of hospitals and be- 
cause of inability of the patient to 
pay the costs of hospital care. 

The enactment of health insur- 
ance will, of course, permit more 
of our people to obtain the hos- 
pital care they need. Thus health 
insurance will make it possible to 
support hospitals in communities 
where they could not now be sup- 
ported. At the same time, it will 
make the present need for hos- 
pital construction even more 
urgent. 

The present federal hospital 
survey and construction act, en- 
acted in 1946, represents an im- 
portant step in a national program 
to provide more hospitals. Under 
this act, expiring in 1951, some 
funds are provided for the Gov- 
ernment to contribute one third of 
the construction costs of public 
and other non-profit hospitals. 

I recommend that the Con- 
gress extend the duration of this 
program, increase the funds to 
be made available, and modify 
the program so that the Govern- 
ment’s share will take account 
of the varying financial re- 
sources of different states. 


Furthermore, the program 
should be broadened to include 


aid for the establishment of com- 
munity health centers, diagnostic 
clinics, and group practice clinics, 
all of which have proved in recent 
years to be very effective means 
of providing better medical care. 
This aid should be provided in the 
form of grants to help finance the 
construction and equipping of pub- 
lic and other non-profit health 
centers and clinics, and in the 
form of Government guarantees 
of loans for the establishment of 
private facilities, similar to the 
mortgage guarantees the Govern- 
ment provides for private housing. 


Disease Control Services. 


Closely related to these meas- 
ures to increase the availability of 
private medical care are certain 
actions we should ‘ake to improve 
the public health preventive and 
disease-contro] services, which are 
now inadequate in most areas and 
totally lacking in many. 

At present, the Government pro- 
vides grants to assist state and lo- 
cal governments in preventing and 
controlling certain diseases, and 
to promote maternal and child 
health services, services for 
crippled children, and generai pub- 
lic health activities. 

My fourth recommendation is 
that the Congress increase the 
amount of the Federal grants for 
these activities, consolidate the 
existing separate grants insofar as 
possible, and provide for matching 
by the states adjusted to their 
differing financial resources. 

Another essential step, if we are 
to continue to improve our medi- 
cal care system, is to continue to 
improve our medical research as 
more facilities and scientific per- 
sonnel] become available. The Gov- 
ernment is already contributing 
substantially to the advancé of 
medical knowledge by conferring 
fellowships for research in many 
specialized fields, by providing 
grants for research by public and 
non-profit agencies, and through 
its own research activities. We 
must keep alert to every oppor- 
tunity to add to the program of 
medical research through new 
scientific techniques, such as the 
use of the products of atomic en- 
ergy, and through the wise and 
balanced expansion of research 
into 
far been conquered. 

These recommendations are in- 
terrelated parts of a comprehen- 
sive plan for improving the qual- 
ity of medical care and making 
such care more completely avail- 
able to our people. They repre- 
sent a sensible and realistic pro- 
gram of action, which comple- 
ments my recommendations for 
extending and improving the social 
security system, including the pro- 
vision of insurance against loss 
of workers’ incomes during periods 
of sickness or disability. 

We should lose no time in mak- 
ing a full-scale beginning on aill 
parts of our health program.

At least 80 unarmed American 
soldiers and an undetermined num- 
ber of Belgian civilians were ma- 
chine-gunned to death near the 
little village of Malmedy, Belgium, 
by the Storm Tropers in Decem- 
ber 1944. Of 143 arrested in con- 
nection with the atrocity, 73 were 
formally charged and all 73 were 
convicted. Of these, 43 received 
death sentences, but commuta- 
tions have reduced this to six, 
and none has been executed.

SHANGHAI, April 22 (AP)— 
The crippled British sloop Ame- 
thyst was hit again today by 
Communist artillery when she 
tried to move up the Yangtze to 
Nanking, it was reliably reported 
tonight. 


It was not known if there were 
any new casualties. 

In all, 44 British seamen have 
been killed and at least 82 wound- 
ed by Communist gunners in 
attacks on four British warships, 
beginning Wednesday. 

Nineteen of the dead were 
among the Amethvyst’s crew and 
included the captain, Lt. Comdr. 
B. M. Skinner. His body and one 
other, and the remainder of the 
Amethyst’s wounded reached 
Shanghai by train tonight. Sev- 
eral of the wounded suffered loss 
of limbs. 

Some “Buried at Sea.” 

British naval authorities said 
the other 17 dead from the Ame- 
thyst had been buried “at sea,” 
presumably in the big river. 

Casualties on the other vessels 
were reported as: London 15 dead, 
23 wounded; Consort, 10 dead, 16 
wounded; Black Swan. five 
wounded, 

The Amethyst, first British ship 
attacked, was trapped in the river 
60 miles east of Nanking while 
on a rountine mission to that 
Nationalist capital. The destroyer 
Consort, cruiser London and sloop 
Black Swan were hit when they 
vainly tried to go to the Ame- 
thyst’s aid. All fired back at the 
Communists on the north bank.

Meanwhile it was reported that 
the British destroyer Constance 
was en route from Hong Kong, 
and that the cruiser Belfast also 
may be brought up.

“Until the basic question of the 
value of farm products is faced,” 
he said, “no satisfactory solution 
‘can be achieved to the waste and 
‘misuse of farm products that

abroad, diverted to inferior uses 
at home or accumulated as stocks 
in quite unmanageable accounts.” 


Further, he criticized the use of 
agricultural resources when re- 
course is had to acreage allot- 
ments, marketing quotas and other 
measures intended to control agri- 
cultural production. 

He turned then to an examina- 
tion of procedures that could be 
used to price farm products and 
said one important alternative pro- 
cedure would be in undertaking a 
svstem of “forward prices” to com- 
plement the existing price-making 
institutions. 

Basic aspects of the svstem of 
“forward prices,” he said, were 
few and simple. Under this sys- 
tem, he said. vrices should be an- 
nounced sufficiently far in ad- 
vance to enable farmers to adjust 
production programs to the prices; 
they should cover a sufficient pe-

“It is plain,” he said, “that the 
Secretary of Agriculture (Charles 
F. Brannan) has not proposed a 
system of forward prices. There 
is no intention in any of the plans 
under consideration to adopt 
prices which will achieve the out- 
put desired and to announce them 
in advance of the time farmers 
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make their commitments for the 
next production period. 

“Again and again, economists 
have taken the pains to point out 
that prices based on parity, 
whether they be tied to 1910-14 
or to a recent 10-year period are 
inescapably backward in their 
orientation. Party is dependent 
upon a formula.

“No formula based on either the 
near or distant past can tell us 


much about the present value of 
farm products and even less about 
the relative prices that will be ef- 
ficient in guiding agricultural pro- 
duction.”

give farm products the same pur- 
chasing power they had in the 
pre-World War I period of 1909- 
14. A proposal laid before the 
Senate and Hous Agriculture cim- 
mittees by Secretary Brannon re- 
cently would switch to a farm in- 
come goal intended to assure 
farmers at least the same buying 
power that they had in a recent 
10-year period. At the start, that 
period would be 1939-48.

The existence of a _ serious 
natural obstacle enables a small 
defending force to inflict serious 
losses and delay on a much larger 
attacking force simply because it 
compels the larger force to check 
its forward progress, bring up the 
necessary equipment to effect 
crossing of the obstacle, and to 
spread out on a wide front so as 
to cross at several places at once. 

Basic Assumptions. 

The basic conditions may be as- 
Sumed roughly as follows: 

The Russians can attack with 
perhaps 50 divisions. They can 
mobilize more, given time, but 
this is the number that would 
reasonably be available for a sur- 
prise drive, and is also about the 
limit of the number that could be 
supplied, given the present con- 


dition of railways and roads in| 


western Germany and availability 
of transportation, 

We may assume that all perma- 
nent bridges over the Rhine will 
be destroyed. There will be no 
Remagen windfalls for the Rus- 
sians. To cross the river, there- 
fore, the Russians must first ferry 
men over in boats or fly them 
over in airplanes, establish a 
“bridgehead” on the western bank 
of the river, then build floating 
bridges or structural bridges on 
which to bring across their main 
forces with their tanks and ar- 
tillery. 

Before this can be done, the 
bridgehead troops must clear a 
sufficiently wide area on the 
western bank of the river so that 
the bridges cannot be brought un- 
der effective fire by the defenders. 

All this is not too difficult, or 
even too time-consuming, if the 
defense is feeble or non-existent; 
but if the defending forces, even 
though greatly inferior in num- 
bers, are highly mobile, have wea- 
pons of great firepower which 
can move quickly to places where 
they are needed, and are skillfully 
commanded, they can make the 
establishment of bridgeheads a 
very difficult and costly business. 

The commander of an army of 
50 divisions trying to force the 
passage of an obstacle such as 
the Rhine, defended, say, by 20 
divisions of well-armed, highly 
mobile troops, must regard the 
river as a serious impediment to 
his ability to bring his whole 
force with overwhelming power 
against his inferior enemy. 

Offensive Tactics. 

He will seek to overcome this 
difficulty by crossing on a wide 
front, at a number of places. Thus 
the defenders will not be able to 
concentrate against any one of 
his bridgehead forces without ex- 
posing themselves’ to being 
counter-attacked through other 
adjacent bridgeheads. If they try 
to oppose him everywhere they 
will be spread too thin to accom- 
plish much. However, such a 
plan involves considerable delays. 

To cross a wide river like the 
Rhine quickly, with no permanent 
bridges available, means the bring- 
ing up of truly enormous quanti- 
ties of material. Assault boats and 
other types of boats and ferries in 
large numbers must be hauled to 
the river bank. Bridging equip- 
ment, either the pontoons and 
connecting timbers for floating 
bridges, or the steel framework 
for structural bridges, Must ar- 
rive in sufficient quantities to en- 
able infantry, tanks and guns to 
cross at several places. Anti-air- 
craft guns must be moved into 
position to protect all these 
bridges, and the dumps of engi- 
neer material which make the 
bridges possible, from hostile air 
attack. 

Attempts must be made, at the 
same time, to deceive the de- 
fenders by making feints toward 
places where there is no real in- 
tention of crossing. 

All this movement of troops and 
material will use up a lot of time. 
Best Hope of Reds. 

If the defenders are enterpris- 
ing, they can do a great deal of 
damage and inflict still further 
delays on the attacking forces. 
Under such conditions, there can 
be no headlong rush across the 
Rhine into Holland, Belgium and 
France. The best the Russians 
can hope for will be to force pas-

HE first major revision of a Roman Catholic catechism in the 
United States in more than 60 years has been issued. 
The National Catholic Welfare Conference representing the 


church’s hierarchy said the new textbook—a revised edition of the 
Baltimore catechism used as a standard text for secondary schools 
‘and colleges in the United States since the 1880s—leaves the “basic 


doctrine unchanged.”

It 
must ke said that part of the 
blame lies with the military chiefs 
themselves. From the end of the 
war onward, each service had 
followed the practice of preparing 
its own independent program and 
budget. All three programs and 
budgets had then been added to- 
gether, without reference to any 
agreed long-range plan positively 
allotting roles and missions to 
each service. 

An Unspoken Rule. 

There was something close to 
an unspoken rule that if one 
service got a billion, the others 
had a right to a billion also, and 
violent recriminations ensued if 
any service chief tried to suggest 
that his colleagues’ plans were a 


losses. 
All the time, the power of the 
United States will be building up, 
mobilizing, flowing across the At- 
lantic ocean. The thing to be kept 
in mind is that if the Russians 
are to take western Europe, and 
stay there, they must do it quickly, 
and when it is done they must 
Move up air power and guided 
missiles and lay the British Isles 
under bombardment so _ that 
American fighting power will have 
no European base to work from. 
If the Russians cannot do this 
quickly they probably cannot do 
it at all. 
The purpose of the proposed 
United States military aid to west- 
ern Europe is to establish in 
western Europe a modest defen- 
sive force composed of ground 
troops and tactical aviation suf- 
ficient to insure that the Russians 
cannot gain such a quick and 
overwhelming success. 

Essence of Problem 
Time is the all-important factor. 
The problem is not to defeat 500 
Russian divisions which might be 
mobilized sometime, somewhere 
within a year or two after M-day. 
The problem is to defend the 
Rhine against perhaps 50 Russian 
divisions for a period of time long 
enough to enable the Allies to 
gain tactical control of the air 
over western Europe, and so pro- 
vide cover for further operations 
against the Russian armies as 
well as strategic attacks against 
the heart of Russian industrial 
power. 
For this purpose, what is needed 
is not a large force but a well- 
equipped, well-trained and well- 
commanded force of comparative- 
ly small size, including elements 
of mobile ground troops—perhaps 
20 to 25 divisions, though more 
would be very useful, and enough 
tactical aviation to provide first- 
line units on the spot, to be quick- 
ly reinforced by the R.A.F. and by 
the U.S.A.F. 

Stages of Program. 
Of course, all this cannot be set 
up quickly. The program will 
doubtless advance by stages. This 
year we make a beginning, if 
Congress approves. By the spring 
of 1950, enough can be done so 
that at least the Russians would 
have to pause and deploy at the 
Rhine. By the spring of 1951, we 
may hope for enough troops to 
made a determined and perhaps 
prolonged defense of the river. 
By the spring of 1952, the develop- 
ment of reserve forces in western 
Europe may have progressed to 
the point where there would be 
adequate support for an attempt 
to hold the Russians east of the 
Rhine, perhaps on the Elbe. 


bit ambitious, as Gen. Carl A. 
Spaatz did about the naval air 
program when rearmament began 
last spring. 

The President’s budget ceiling 
order should have ended this 
state of affairs immediately. It 
did not do so simply because the 
service chiefs shared the general 
expectation that the occupant of 
the White House would not now 
be Harry S. Truman. Consequent- 
ly, Truman’s re-election, and sub- 
sequent insistence on his budget 
ceiling, caught the services totally 
unprepared. 

The outcome was the present 
scrambled - together military 
budget. Until this time, Secretary 
of Defense James V. Forrestal 
had perforce followed a plan of 
letting time and public opinion 
promote service unification. His 
detractors forget that if he had 
adopted strong-arm methods at 
the first, he would have had to 
put on the retirement list most of 
the American’ senior officers, 
especially in the Navy. 

The knowledge of the gross in- 
adequacy of the combat strength 
provided in the present budget 
had the sobering effect on the 
services that Forrestal had been 
hoping for. Early in December, 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff began 
meeting twice a week instead of 
once, in order to get to real grips 
with their problem. Shortly there- 
after, on Forrestal’s motion, Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. ELis- 
enhower was brought to Wash- 
ington to serve as an impartial 
arbiter. The process was speeded 
up further, until it reached the 
present tempo of almost continu- 
ous hard work, 

More for the Money. 

If the final decisions are bold 
enough, the program of each serv- 
ice will be exactly tailored to car- 
ry out clearly defined roles and 
missions, which will in turn be de- 
termined by agreed, long-range 
strategic plans. This will mean 
more real combat potential for 
the money invested. 

But there is also another kind 
of economy which the services 
might investigate that differs 
from the economy derived from 
true unification,

Boston College discharged four 
lay instructors after they objected 
that the college was guilty of 
“heresy” because it taught that 
non-Catholics could be saved. 

Archbishop Cushing upheld the 
college and barred the Rev. Leon- 
ard Feeney from the altar for sid- 
ing with the instructors. 

The new textbook, without of 
course mentioning the Boston 
case, backs up the Archbishop by 
saying that in certain cases non- 
Catholics can be saved. 

It says persons “who remain out- 
side the Catholic Church through 
no grave fault of their own and do 
not know it to be the true church, 


can be saved by making use of the | 


graces which God gives them.” 
But it adds that persons who do 
“know that the Catholic church 
is the true church ... and refuse 
to join it cannot be saved.” 
Worker-Employer Re’ations. 
On the question of worker-em- 
ployer relations, the old Catholic 
catechism said “the duty of serv- 
ants or workmen to their em- 
ployers is to serve them faith- 
fully and honestly, according to 
their agreement ... The duty 
of employers to their servants or 
workmen is to see that they are 
kindly and fairly treated and pro- 
vided for, according to _ their 
agreement, and that they are 
justly paid their wages at the 
proper time.” 
The new statement says: 
“Employers who defraud labor- 
ers by not paying them a just, 
living wage keep what belongs to 
others and are guilty of grave in- 
justice not only to the employe, 


but also to the members of his 
family. .. . Employes who waste 
time during working hours, do 
careless work, or neglect to take 
reasonable care of the property 
of their employers violate the sev- 
enth commandment.” 

In a really up-to-the-minute 
touch, the catechism provides an 
answer to those who wonder 
whether a Catholic can attend 
mass by viewing the service over 
television. It does not mention 


television by name, but says: 
bishop Richard J. Cushing’s stand | yi — 


“To satisfy the obligation to 
assist at mass on a Sunday a per- 
son must actually be present at 
the place where mass is celetrat- 
ed. If he cannot enter the church 
because it is overcrowded, he can 
still hear mass provided he is 


| part of the assembly assisting at 
ithe holy sacrifice. 


A person who 
is a notable distance from the 
worshippers, certainly is not bod- 
ily present at mass.” 

The modernized statement of 
doctrine alsc mentions obligation 
of public officials for the first 
time. It says they are “obliged 
to make appointments on merit” 
and must not “demand money or 
its equivalent” for any such ap- 
pointments. 

Catholics also are told that as 
citizens they should vote, pay 
“just” taxes and take up arms in 
defense of the country unless they 
are “convinced from adequate and 
unquestionable evidence that the 
war is unjust.” 

The catechism sets forth these 
conditions for a “just” war: 

1. “If it is necessary to defend 
the rights of the state in a grave 


matter; 
2. “If it is undertaken only as &

Your position in the matter of the 
Pioneer News Service’s lawsuit is not, 
to my notion, consistent with your usual 
efforts to preserve the constitutional 
privileges of unpopular individuals and 
minority groups. In the past you have 
spoken in favor of justice for Commu- 
nists, atheists and all manner of crack- 
pots, but apparently you draw the line 
at the possibility of hoodlums having 
legal rights, too. 

You would do well not to draw any 
such line. If a man violates a law, then 
by all means let him be punished for it, 
but until he does so, let us not resort 
to undemocratic shortcuts to prevent 
his engaging in legal activities that can 
be utilized by others for illegal purposes. 
For if we acknowledge the propriety of 
such a course, then we are in effect say- 
ing that it is the responsibility of all 
business men to pass judgment upon the 
morality of those with whom they have 
business relations. 

It is not at present illegal to engage 
in the business of disseminating racing 
information. If, however, that pursuit 
is in itself objectionable—and there's a 
great, big doubt here, because freedom 
of speech is involved—then it ought to 
be legally prohibited. And until the 
time comes when the business is actually 
made illegal, we, as democratic citizens, 
ought not to resort to unworthy subter- 
fuges in order to shirk the difficulty of 
getting an effective law passed. 

If the Pioneer News’ Service is to be 
deprived of telephone service, then why 
shall it not be deprived of electricity, 
water and office supplies, which are no 
doubt also essential to the operation of 
the business? 

Yours, not for 99 44-100 per cent de- 
mocracy, but for absolute, 100 per cent 
democracy—democracy, that is to say, 
for Communists and atheists and assort- 
ed demagogues—yes, and democracy for 


hoodlums, too.

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A Lesson on Freedom 


As the Illinois Legislature’s hunt for Com- 
munists in the University of Chicago got under 
way yesterday, Chancellor Hutchins gave the 
legislators a pointed lecture on American free- 
dom. 

Instead of washing his hands of the little 
group of students which precipitated the probe 
by protesting against the pending Broyles anti- 
subversion bills, Mr. Hutchins took his position 
alongside those young people. 

“Rudeness and redness are not the same,” he 
reminded the legislators. The demonstrators 
might have been impolite, he said, but “the bills 
against which these students demonstrated were 
not so obviously perfect as to suggest that any- 
body who demonstrated against them was sub- 
versive or engaged in subversive activities. 
Three out of four newspapers in Chicago are 
. . They are, in my 
opinion as a former professor of law, unconsti- 
tutional. And, worst of all, they are un-Ameri- 
can because they aim at thought control.” 

As practical proof that Chicago does not be- 
lieve in Communism, Mr. Hutchins cited the 
university’s 34 trustees, conservative executives 
of large and reputable corporations. He also 
said the university was “entrusted by the Gov- 
ernment with the most momentous military 
secret in history,” that it “today manages for 
the Government its principal laboratory -f 
atomic research,” and that it “is engaged in 
many other secret research projects—all to 
the satisfaction of security authorities. 

Mr. Hutchins said there is a small Com- 
munist discussion club at the school. He also 
declared: “It sometimes has been said that 
some members of the faculty belong to some 
so-called ‘Communist front’ organizations. The 
University of Chicago does not believe in the 
un-American doctrine of guilt by association. 
The fact that some Communists belong to, be- 
lieve in, or even dominate some of the organi- 
zations to which some of our professors belong 
does not show that those professors are engaged 
in subversive activities.” 

It is shocking that with this text before him, 
Louis Kramp, the Associated Press correspondent 
in Springfield, should have writtén in advance 
of Mr. Hutchins’ actual appearance as a wit- 
ness: “He (Hutchins) said there is an 11-mem- 
ber student Communist club on the campus, and 
some of the 1000 faculty members belong to, 
believe in, or even dominate some so-called Com- 
munist front organizations.” Later, the Asso- 
ciated Press sent out a substitution for this 
statement, but by then the original had been 
published. 

Is the atmosphere in Springfield so sur- 
charged that mistakes like this one are likely 
to be made? If so, there is all the more reason 
for taking to heart Mr. Hutchins’ warning that 
“it is now fashionable to call anybody with 
whom you disagree a Communist or a fellow 
traveler.” Such tags are tied to Americans who 
are against slums, lynching or the Atlantic Pact 
because Russians propound similar opinions. 

This newspaper does not believe in Com- 
munism and it does support the Atlantic Pact. 
It is against slums and lynchings. And it does 
believe in the Constitutional liberties. It hopes 
that they will be kept in mind in Springfield 
and in every other legislative chamber. Like 
Mr. Hutchins, legislators should remember that 
education is a better weapon than suppression. 
Like him, they should take their stand by the 
Constitution. 
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Making Up for an Omission 
On reflection, the Post-Dispatch probably was 


guilty of an omission on Wednesday in connec-— 


tion with James Marlow’s gripping account of 
poverty, disease and filth in the slums of 
Washington, D.C. The article should have been 
preceded by the request: ‘‘Russian papers please 
do not copy.” 
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Lloyd Lewis, Readers’ Writer 


It is deemed high praise in literary and 
journalistic circles to speak of a man as “a 
writers’ writer.” Yet in noting even briefly 
the passing of Lloyd Lewis, long an ornament 
of the Chicago press, one prefers to call him a 
readers’ writer. Those of his craft knew how 
skillful he was, but the thousands who read 
his pieces in the Chicago Daily News and later 
in the Chicago Sun knew that he always had 
something interesting to say and that he said it 
arrestingly well. 

He made his reputation as a reporter and 
then as drama critic, but his interests wére so 
wide that it was possible to shift him to the 
sports editor’s desk. Then began those good- 
natured but sharp disputes with his colleague, 
John Carmichael, on the virtues of the Cubs and 
the White Sox. Through its many battles, this re- 
mained one of the most amusing of all col- 
umnists’ campaigns. 

It was always a little amazing that this 
breezy, entertaining man should also find time 
to cultivate the historian’s art. But he did find 
the time. And he spent much of it in St. Louis, 
digging through the archives of the Missouri 
Historical Society for more and more informa- 
tion on the Civil. War period, especially on 
Sherman and Grant. 

It is regrettable that on one of these histori- 
cal expeditions he was not made an honorary 
citizen of St. Louis. That’s the least that could 
have been done for a Chicago sports editor with 
the integrity to declare that the St. Louis Car- 
dinals were the greatest baseball aggregation of 
them all—and his own favorite team. 
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Hope of Municipal Economy 

It is proper that one of Mayor Darst’s first ot- 
ficial acts was to call for a survey to discover 
unnecessary city jobs. He cannot be under il- 
lusions, however, about the chances to save 
money in this way. Such a survey was com- 
pleted by Personnel Director Scearce 10 months 
ago, and he found only six “supernumerary and 
non-essential positions’—six out of 8500. This 
was the last link in a chain of evidence showing 
that Mayor Kaufmann’s well-intentioned plan to 
eliminate 700 employes could not be executed 
without debasing municipal services. 

Happily, this does not mean that Mr. Darst 
and St. Louis must reconcile themselves to four 
years of the deficit headache that plagued the 
Kaufmann Administration. The futility of econ- 
omy efforts made Mayor Kaufmann and other 
people realize that an overweight bureaucracy 
is an inevitable result of the antiquated City 
Charter and state laws that rule St. Louis. To 
name but one example, the present setup im- 
poses an obsolete Sheriff and his staff on the 
city. The result is that an effort is to be made 
to write a new charter in the first year of the 
Darst Administration, and that a Board of Free- 
holders has been elected to perform this high 
service to the community. 

Where it is a tight squeeze to eliminate even 


a half-dozen jobs under the present charter, it 
may well be possible to dispense with a few hun- 
dred jobs under a new charter—and produce a 
much better government to boot. So the real 
history of Mayor Darst’s chance to bring the city 
out of the financial wilderness does not begin 
with a job survey but in his initial meeting with 
the Board of Freeholders yesterday. 
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For the Utility Rate-Payer 

Recent utility cases, and:particularly the tele- 
phone rate case, have emphasized certain re- 
spects in which present Missouri law or Pub- 
lic Service Commission practice is less than 
fair to rate-payers. An effort to cure two major 
defects is embodied in bills by Representative 
Boyd of Paris, who was chief counsel of the 
PSC in 1934-37. 

One bill fixes each utility company’s rate 
base at “the money honestly and prudently in- 
vested, less the accrued depreciation.” 
The Missouri commission’s present practice has 
the effect of deducting only about half of the 
depreciation. This is unfair because it enables 
utilities to earn 2 or 3 per cent on millions of 
dollars in replacement funds that were con- 
tributed by rate-payers, not by investors. 

By pinching off these unearned extra profits, 
the Boyd bill would bring Missouri in line with 
the policy of the Federal utility commissions 
and of most other states. The phrase “money 
honestly and prudently invested” leaves a pos- 
sible loophole for abuses, but this can no 
doubt be plugged by the Missouri Municipal 
League, which also favors the full deduction of 
depreciation. 

The second Boyd bill would require utility 
companies to prove the actual cost to them of 
services and materials supplied by a parent 
company. This would outlaw the A. T. & T. 
license fee that received so much deserved 
criticism in the phone case. Kansas already 
has such a law, and the commissions of various 
states have a policy of making utilities prove 
the reasonableness of their claimed costs. The 
Boyd bill does not seem to reach the Bell 
monopoly’s excessive prices on telephone equip- 
ment, but here, too, the Municipal League may 
offer additions and refinements. 

Both bills deal with problems that are pretty 
much Greek to the layman. But they are im- 
portant to the layman, because they are at- 
tempts to cut legalized padding out of his light, 
gas and phone bills. 
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A Sound Police Board Decision 

President Holzhausen of the Board of Police 
Commissioners has done a reassuring thing in 
announcing the restoration of the in-service 
training program of the St. Louis Police Acad- 
emy. This training program, under the direc- 
tion of Inspector Brostron, has been one of the 
most valuable projects ever undertaken by the 
Police Department. Its benefits have been 
measurable both in terms of police equipment 
and skills and of morale. 

The closing of the program last month was 
said to be an emergency measure, designed to 
increase the force available for the protection of 
school children. Suspension of the training 
program was regrettable even as a temporary de- 
vice. The Police Board has correctly gauged 
the community’s appreciation of Inspector Bros- 
tron’s enterprise by arranging for its continu- 
ance without more interruption. 
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Mr. Bricker Speaks of Honesty 

“If we are for (the civil rights program), let’s 
be honest about it,” Ohio’s Bricker declaimed 
in the Senate yesterday. “If we aren’t for it, 
let’s also be honest about it.”’ 

Honesty is a virtue to be esteemed, espe- 
cially in legislative debate. So it is proper to 
remind Senator Bricker that tacking an irrele- 
vant amendment to a bill—especially in the 
hope of having the bill killed because of op- 
position to the rider—is anything but honest. 

The business before the Senate at the time 
of his moralizing was the Administration’s 
housing measure, not the civil rights proposals. 
And as Senator Taft pointed out, there was no 
justification for an anti-segregation amendment 
—such as that sponsored by Bricker and Sen- 
ator Cain—for the simple reason that there 
have been no complaints of discrimination 
against Negroes in connection with public hous- 
ing. In Ohio, he said, Negroes have been given 
preference, if anything. That also is true here 
in St. Louis. 

Senator Taft's straightforward announcement 
of his intention to vote against the Bricker- 
Cain amendment added to his reputation for 
genuine honesty. It also was an assurance that 
this amendment would be voted down as was 
another Bricker-Cain proposal, one which would 
have barred public housing programs in cities 
in which they have not been approved by ref- 
erendum. 

On their face, such amendments are sleazy 
political tricks designed to beat the housing 
bill. They are all the worse when—with a show 
of phony virtue—they make a mock of mat- 
ters as sacred to Americans as their civil lib- 
erties. And to its credit, the Senate overrode 
all such tricks of the real estate lobby and 
passed the bill 57 to 13—more than 4 to 1. 

Mr. Bricker never cut a sadder figure than 
when he spoke of honesty. 
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New Envoy to Moscow 

Vice Admiral Kirk has two special qualifica- 
tions for his difficult assignment as successor to 
it. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith in the United 
States ambassadorship at Moscow. 

The first is the fact that he is an armed serv- 
ice man. As is well known, the Russians have 
particular respect for military personnel. They 
often will give a man in uniform more heed than 
the same person would enjoy if he were in civil- 
ian clothes; the one American who probably has 
their highest esteem is Gen. Eisenhower. Ad- 
miral Kirk’s service record will be the more im- 
pressive in Moscow because he was commander 
of the amphibious force of our Atlantic fleet in 
the Sicily landings. 

A second qualification is his experience in Eu- 
ropean diplomatic problems as envoy to Belgium 
for the last three years. For though Brussels is 
not London or Paris or Rome, it still is a capital 
of no little importance. As a near-at-hand lis- 
tening post, it provides diplomats with the 
means for keeping in touch with trends and de- 
velopments in foreign policy. 

Thus, Admiral Kirk has not been a party to 
the diplomatic war with Russia, yet he has had 
a chance to follow it carefully step by step. How 
well he can practice the.art of diplomacy with 
the difficult Russians remains, of course, to be 
seen. He has both sympathy and good wishes. 
As for Gen. Smith, that harrassed soldier- 
diplomat from behind the Iron Curtain has 
earned a rest.

To Curb the Charity Trust Racket

After probing the tax-dodging of Textron, Inc.,. Tobey committee 
proposes to make tax-exempt charitable trusts pay off 85 per cent 
of of each year’s income and undergo publicity; newspaper believes 
such a law would be “a powerful deterrent to unethical practices.”

The tax-exemption privileges accorded 
religious, educational and charitable insti- 
tutions, labor unions, and farmer co-opera- 
tives have been the target of constant at- 
tack in recent years. The complaint is 
that these tax-exempt organizations fre- 
quently engage in business activities and 
thus have an unfair competitive advantage 
over concerns subject to federal income 
taxation. The prob- 
lem thus raised has 
engaged the atten- 
tion of Congress for 
some time, and a 
strong case exists for 
remedial action to 
restrict or abolish 
forms of tax exemp- 
tion that foster un- 
fair competition. 


However, the To- 
bey Committee’s in-, 
vestigation of the so- 
called charitable trusts connected with 
Textron, Inc., deals with a different prob- 
lem—that of tax avoidance. This inquiry 
has uncovered really shocking evidence of 
the ease with which supposedly charitable 
organizations can be used by astute busi- 
nessmen to escape payment of taxes and 
obtain other advantages from the employ- 
ment of trust funds at the expense of the 
ostensible beneficiaries. 


By devious financial maneuverings, Tex- 
tron was able to acquire risk capital through 
trusts set up or suggested by its president, 
using them in all sorts of business trans- 
actions, including sales and leases of plants 
and equipment, and loans to the company 
and its affiliates. A witness who organ- 
ized one of the Textron trusts admitted 
that the provisions of the trust indentures 
made it possible for a manufacturer to 
avoid taxes, have funds “at his beck and 
call” and “milk” the trusts of their assets. 


Senator Tobey 


That the milking process was thorough 
is indicated by the fact that of the mil- 
lions of dollars received by the Textron 
trusts, only an infinitesimal portion was 
paid to the beneficiaries. 


For example, the Rhode Island Charities 
Trust, allegedly established for the benefit 
of the Providence Community Chest, had 
net earnings of about four million dollars 
during a three-year period, although its to- 
tal contributions to the Chest amounted to 
only $85,000. During that same period pay- 
ments to trustees and bank charges to- 
taled $140,000. 


Another trust, established for benefit of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
has never paid that institution a single 
dollar. 


There is reason to believe that countless 
other groups are using charitable founda- 
tions as a means of tax avoidance and for 
other ulterior purposes. Senator Tobey has 
accordingly introduced a bill which provides 
that no charitable trust shall receive the 
benefits of tax exemption unless it has 
actually paid the beneficiaries 85 per cent 
of its annual gross revenue. 


This restriction would put an end to the 
practices indulged in by pseudo trusts of 
the Textron type. Yet it would allow a rea- 
sonable margin for overhead expenses of 
bona fide charitable trusts. 


The bill also requires all trusts which 
invest their funds in or make loans to man- 
ufacturing concerns engaged in interstate 
commerce to register with the Secretary 
of Commerce and make periodic reports to 
the beneficiaries and to Congress. Publici- 
ty of this sort would be a powerful deter- 
rent to indulgence in the unethical prac- 
tices revealed by the Tobey Committee's 
pioneer survey of a neglected but fertile 


field of tax avoidance. 


Biography Becomes Sound Reporting

Our book editor, Joseph Henry Jackson, 
hails with joy a new biography which is 
not calculated either to deify or to take the 
hide off its subject, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
but simply to present him as he was— 
neither all good nor all bad, but a man 
with a valid claim to greatness. 

We hope this volume, “The Great Pier- 
pont Morgan,” by Frederick Lewis Allen, 
starts a trend toward objective biographi- 
cal writing. We have had our fill of de- 
bunkers. 

The debunkers, of course, were them- 
selves reactionaries against the Parson 
Weems school of biographers, the Parson 
being, as everyone must know, the over- 
zealous clergyman who figured out what 
sort of man the father of his country ought 
to be and then conjured up a largely fabu- 
lous George Washington, complete with 
cherry tree. That was a dangerous trend 
in biography, culminating in a whole litera- 
ture (to strain the scope of that word) de- 
voted to making demigods of a whole army 
of men, none of whom was superhuman 
and some of whom, in the nature of things, 
must have been scoundrels. 

The pendulum swung inevitably from 
that extreme. But it swung too far. 

Another whole literature (to subject the 
word to the same strain) sprang up de- 
voted, apparently, to the thesis that rascal- 
ity ig the foundation of success. The titans 


Presidents and monarchs, all were sub- 
jected to the merciless scrutiny of these 
literary Private Eyes, and their innermost 
failings became public gossip. Even Weems’ 
saintly Washington, in the hands of these 
latter-day peepers down the keyhole of his- 
tory, became not just an ordinary man but 
an unhanged villain. | 

We have the feeling that some calumnies 
were invented in the same inspired Zeal 
with which Weems devised his panegyrics. 
At the very least, the debunkers selected. 
and arranged their material to present 
their subjects in the worst possible light. 

This sort of thing was meat for the 
tongue cluckers and busybodies. But it was 
unfair both to the subjects (which was per- 
haps forgivable) and to the readers and 
the public at large (which was not). 

We commend Mr. Allen, therefore, on 
evading both the scandalmonger’s style and 
the Parson Weems motif and driving down 
the middle road of honest reporting. Since 
Allen and a few others have proved that 
biography can be both honest and interest- 
ing, we hope that this field will be further 
exploited to the financial profit of the biog- 
raphers and the intellectual profit of their 
readers, 


Between Book Ends 


A Champion Judges Her Peers 


GALLERY OF CHAMPIONS, by Helen Hull Jacobs. 
(A. S. Barnes and Co., Inc., 224 pgs., $3.75.) 
Helen Jacobs tells in this book some of 

the inside stories of women’s international 

tennis and devotes a chapter to each of 15 

outstanding players of her era. One of the 

best players in the world herself in a 

period when competition was toughest, 

Miss Jacobs ranks Suzanne Lenglen, tem- 

peramental Frenchwoman, as the top > 

champion in the gallery. 

Eight times world champion at Wimble- 
don, England, Helen Wills Roark applied 
“psychology as well as concentration to 
her match play conduct” and cultivated a 
temperament the sports writers used to 
call the “killer instinct.” The author, who 
met Helen Wills frequently over @ 10-year 
span starting in 1928, says to play Helen 
Wills was to play a machine. “Helen Wills 
fought on the court much as Gene Tunney 
fought in the ring—with implacable con- 
centration and undeniable skill, but with- 
out the color or imagination of a Dempsey 
or a Lenglen.” 

No. 3 (and perhaps that is where Miss 
Jacobs would be ranked by many sports 
observers) is Hilde Krahwinkel Sperling, 
whose awkwardness 
of stroking and un- 
gainliness of move- 
ment was counterbal- 
anced by height and 
length of limb and a 
steadiness, accuracy 
and intelligence sel- 
dom matched in wom- 
en’s competition. Mrs. 
Sperling played with 
the physical defect of 
two deformed fingers 
on her right hand. 

Alice Marble rose 
from a job as mascot 
of the San Francisco 
Helen Hull Jacobs Seals bassbell’ team 
to world’s tennis champion in a little more 
than eight years. Several physical set- 
backs would have sidetracked al]l but the 
most ambitious. On her first trip to Eu- 
rope for play in France and England in 
1934, she collapsed when playing her first 
set, was rushed to a hospital and then 
back to the United States with tubercu- 
losis. A year before in the Maidstone 
Club event, Alice had collapsed after play- 
ing 108 games of singles and doubles in a 
day of 104-degree heat. She made her big 
comeback in 1936, when she won her first 
of four United States titles, after changing 
her game from one of top-spin to that of 
flat drives varied effectively with chops 
and slices. 

Perhaps the author tends to include too 
much of the play-by-play account of big 
matches of the past, but tennis fans will 
enjoy reading of the temperaments and 
abilities of stars through the years. Miss 
Jacobs goes down the line with Dorothy 
Round Little, Molla Bjurstedt Mallory 
(who won her eighth American title at the 
age of 40), self-critical Pauline Betz, who 
grew from a tomboy to a lady of the court; 
Simone Mathieu, Cilli Aussem, Sarah Pal- 
frey Cooke, Anita Lizana Ellis, Louise 
Brough, Margaret Osborne du Pont, Betty 
Nuthall and Margaret Scriven Vivien. 

The author's modesty sometimes almost 
causes her to distort the facts in many 
chapters; but Miss Jacobs’s feats have been 
expounded by many others.

Embarrassed by the Soviet Feelers 


HE Soviet feelers about Berlin 


T 


are no surprise. Last September 


in Paris when we rejected the United Nations compromise pro- 
posals, Gen. Clay and the State Department thought that a more 


satisfactory settlement could be had by waiting until the spring—until 
the air lift had proved itself through the winter months, when our 
countemblockade had begun to bite in the Soviet zone, and after the 
Atlantic Pact had strengthenéd the military position of the West. 


It is now spring, all these 
things have happened as expected. 
Yet the feelers are embarrassing, 
because on the main issue which 
causéd the Ber- aiaicite 
lin conflict, ie a 
the timetable 
of events is 
not what was 
planned and ex- 
pected. By this 
time the West- 
ern Germans 
were supposed 
to have agreed 
on a_ constitu- 
tion which we

control. We were then to con- 
front the Soviets with a demo- 
cratic state in three-quarters of 
Germany which was on the road 
to economic recovery and to a 
position of political equality and 
self-respect among the free na- 
tions. 


Not Ready. 


These expectations have not yet 
been fulfilled, and therefore we 
are not yet ready to deal with Ber- 
lin and the German question. The 
constitution, which we would be 
willing to approve, has been re- 
jected by the Social Democrats, 
who are the strongest political 
party in Western Germany. 
Though Messrs. Schuman, Bevin, 
and Acheson have agreed to end 
military government and replace 
it, with a civilian control, that can- 
not be done until there is a Ger- 
man Government. 

Moreover, the plan to have 
Western Germany well on the 
road to economic recovery is over- 
shadowed by the belief that a re- 
cession has begun, that the sellers’ 
market for German exports is 
waning, and that German recov- 
ery will be in severe competition 
with British, Belgian, and French 
recovery. 

The position is awkward. Last 
summer in Moscow, last Septem- 
ber in Paris, as recently as Febru- 
ary when Stalin made his state- 
ments to the International News 
Service, we insisted that we would 
negotiate when the blockade was 
lifted, and only then. We refused 
to postpone the Western German 
state, as Stalin demanded, in order 
to ge he kade lifted.

Special Salute Paid to A.B.C. 
for Contribution to 
Television. 


NEW YORK, April 22 (AP) — 
Ten radio awards and three spe- 
cial citations, known in the net- 
work industry as George Foster 
Peabody radio awards, were dis- 
tributed yesterday. 

For the first time in the nine- 
year-old history of the awards, a 
special salute was paid to an “‘out- 
standing contribution to the art 
of television.” 

This went to the American 
Broadcasting Co. “Actor Studio” 
program as “the first to recognize 
that drama on television is neither 
a stage play nor a movie, but a 
separate and distinct new art 
form.” 

The Peabody prizes are given 
annually for disinterested and 
meritorious public service to the 
broadcasting industry. Founded to 
honor the memory of a native 
Georgian who became a leading 
New York banker, the awards are 
administered by the University of 
Georgia’s Henry W. Grady school 
of journalism. 

Blizzard Work Praised. 

In addition, Edward Weeks, At- 
lantic Monthly editor and Peabody 
advisory board chairman, praised 
mountain and plain state broad- 
casters for their activities in the 
1949 blizzard. Another precedent 
was set by selection of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. television 
feature “Howdy Doody” as the 
“outstanding children’s program.” 
The puppet show, selectors said, 
“devised a formula that is fre- 
quently educational, never fright- 
ening, or offensive.” 

For the second time, Edward R. 
Murrow, Columbia Broadcasting 


award for “outstanding reporting 
and interpretation of the news.” 
He won previously in 1943. Only 
once in the past has an individual 
been a two-time winner of a Pea- 
body prize. That was in 1940 and 
1948 when Elmer Davis was 
judged outstanding in the same 
classification as Murrow.

The most recent example of the 
use of the flower in a painting is 
a portrait called “Mrs. John Casey 
and Child,” recently given the 
museum by John F. and Bernard 
J. McDonald of St. Louis. It was 
painted in Potosi, Mo., about 1840 
by an unknown artist. 

The show, first in America to 
portray the tradition of the Rosa 
alba, will close May 15.

(APL)—Jorge Pasquel, millionaire | 


Mexican Baseball League oper- 
ator, has asked for a new trial of 
his federal court case against 
Arnold Malcom (Mickey) Owen of 
Springfield, former Brooklyn 
Dodger catcher, court officials 
here revealed today. 

On April 7 a jury awarded 
Owen $51,428.56 of his $71,000 
counter-claim against Pasquel, and 
gave the Mexican nothing in his 
suit for $127,500. 

Pasquel claimed Owen breached 
their contract when Owen left for 
the United States in August 1946. 
Owen said he 
fired as manager of the Vera Cruz 
team, owned by Pasquel. 

Pasquel’s attorney, Victor B. 
Harris of St. Louis, charged Judge 
Albert Reeves with 14 “errors” in 
his handling of the case. They in- 
clude: 

Charging the jury that Owen 
had earned his $12,500 bonus 
merely by signing a contract. 

Permitting the jury to speculate 
on the amount of money Owen 
might have earned from April 7, 
1946, to April 1951 (if he had been 
permitted to rejoin American or- 
ganized baseball). 

Failing to instruct the jury that 
Owen’s removal as manager did 
not constitute a contract breach 
by Pasquel if Owen left eMxico 


'for other reasons. 


Interpreting the contract “con- 
trary” to the manner in which the 
parties themselves interpreted it. 

Admitting as evidence negotia- 
tions between the parties leading 
up to the signing of the contract. 
(The latter probably refers to a 
letter Pasquel wrote Owen, in 
it was promised that 
Owen’s pay would be free of all 
taxes and that he would be able 
to save all of it.)

Slow Spring 


Frosty Mornings 
At Possum Trot 
By Leonard Hall 


HE other morning we awoke early to find 
a white frost blanketing the fields and thick 
ice on the waterbuckets. The thermometer 


stood at 21 degrees and as the frost slowly 
melted we noticed 


that the tender 
young leaves on the 
lilac bushes were 
wilting and turning 
black. Whether this 
was enough to 
freeze the peaches 
which are now drop- 
ping their blooms, 
or the cherries 
which are in full 
flower, we _ aren’t 
certain as this is 
written — but we're 
afraid that at least 
part of the crop is 
gone. No other crops 
will be hurt, but 
the continued cold weather is holding back all 
growth and the pastures are just where they 
were at the first of April. 
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PERRY AND I have been working long hours 
to get the brome grass and alfalfa seed out on 
the big ridge field and are glad, at least, that 
the rains have held off. Yet the cold wind 
out of the northwest has finally dried the sur- 
face of the ground, especially where it has been 
recently plowed or disced. Now the progress of 
the tractors following the long curves of the 
terraces around the field is marked by small 
clouds of dust. As I worked, a flock of Brewers 
blackbirds kept close beside me. They'd rise 
and fly a few feet as the tractor passed them; 
then swing in immediately behind it to search 
for grubs in the new-turned earth, There was 
one big bronzed grackle, almost twice the size 
of his cousins, which didn’t deign to fly but 
merely cocked his gold-rimmed eye and stepped 
aside as I thundered by, thus getting first choice 
at the worms on each round. 
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THERE’S A MID-VICTORIAN ROMANCE 
going on under the bird feeder that keeps Mama 
constantly amused from a kitchen window. A 
pair of cardinals—the male having won this for 
his territory—sit beside each other and carry 
on with such billing and cooing as you never 
saw. Papa searches the feeder and the ground 
under it for choice tid-bits, carries them Solicit- 
ously over to mama and feeds her as if she were 
the most helpess creature in the world—which 
she pretends to be. If the old boy can’t find the 
bit of choice food he wants, he will gather in a 
twig or bit of leaf and present that to her as 
proudly as though it were a choice morsel. After 
five or six hours of this it becomes slightly 
nauseating, like puppy-love at its very worst. 
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WHETHER THE PAIR has started to build 
we aren’t sure. But the bluebirds have taken pos- 
session of the Wizard of Oz birdhouse on the 
barnyard fence and another pair are investigat- 
ing the one which swings from a maple branch 
in the front yard. The first pair had a long 
discussion with the Bewick wrens over which 
was to occupy their establishment, but it is 
plainly a bluebird house and there were a dozen 
other places where the wrens can set up house- 
keeping. The Bewick and house wrens are the 
fussiest of all our birds over their nesting sites, 
exploring every corner of the outbuildings, 
popping in and out of the half-dozen wren 
houses, changing their minds a hundred times 
a day. The male will even start the makings 
of several nests at once, trying to drive away 
other wrens and make certain he finally has a 
location which will please his wife. 
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AS WE WERE eating luncheon yesterday, a 
large bird came winging across the field just 
west of the house. I spotted him for a pileated 
woodpecker and we were afforded a fine chance 
to study him closely when he came to rest on 
the stump of an old apple tree only a few yards 
away. What brought him thus out into the 
open I don’t know, but he hammered away there 
for several minutes, with his red cockade stand- 
ing prominently erect. Finally when we went 
out into the yard he left for the woodlands over 
on Reed creek, sweeping the air strongly with 
his great wings. Our red-headed woodpeckers 
seem to be on the increase, for generally by 
this time we no longer see them in the big 
trees behind the house. But just this week, 
they’ve come up into the yard, and there are 
still several pairs in the woods nearby. 
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V’'VE FAILED TO REPORT in this column an 
event which occurred recently in the valley; not 
uncommon here—but one in which you city- 
bound folks seldom have an opportunity to par- 
ticipate. Our friend Houston McColl, who farms 
in partnership with his brother Jay and spends 
his free time here—although he doesn’t live in 
the valley—took unto himself a wife. A very 
charming one she is and he went all the way 
to Denver to find her. After journeying to 
Old Mexico on a honeymoon, Hute naturally 
brought his wife down for a visit with Jay and 
Pearl. The word spread swiftly that there’d be 
a charivari—or, as we Call it in the country—a 
“shivaree” that very night. Everybody made 
ready his cowbell, dishpan or shotgun, as struck 
his fancy. Folks started gathering down in 
Belleview at 8 o'clock, though we knew we'd a 
long time to wait until the lights were safely 
out at Jay’s and everyone had gone to bed. Uncle 
Billy Sutton was there and Lawrence Townsend, 
Ern Strickland and Jack Sutton, Russells and 
Blacks and Moores, Thompsons and Ramseys 
and Campbells and McKinneys—and a whole lot 
more. Sounds as if it was a gathering of the 
clans and that’s about what it was. 
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I GUESS it couldn’t have been much of a 
surprise—for Jay has a long drive running in 
from the highway and there were the lights of 
20 or 30 cars shining directly into the windows, 
When we'd all got parked, bedlam broke loose. 
Cowbells rang. Dishpans clanged, Some beat 
against the walls and pounded on the doors. 
Pretty soon Jay sneaked out the back door and 
joined in the fun, blasting away with his old 
12-gauge blunderbuss. Finally the lights went 
on and everybody poured indoors to greet the 
newlyweds and pound Hute on the back with 
many a sly joke and wish the happy couple all 
the luck in the world and an early retirement 
to a home in the finest valley in Missouri—or 
anywhere else, for that matter. It was—and I 
believe Houston and his wife would agree—a 


fine evening.

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New Films

& the most palatable of the new offerings in a dismal week 

at the movies, “RED CANYON.” at the FOX THEATER, 

at least presents some beautiful Technicolor scenery to tie 

together a strong of Western Cliches, Based on a Zane Grey 

novel, “Wildfire,” it chiefly concerns a wild 

stallion who is caughtiand tamed by a lone 

wolf buckaroo and wins the big race against 

' @ thoroughbred owned by a wealthy rancher 

—stop nfe if you've heard this one before. 

The wild stallion is ridden by—guess who— 

the rancher’s tomboy daughter, who has fallen 

- 4n love with the buckaroo. The buckaroo 

turns out to be a member of an outlaw family, the Cordts, and 

wings his father-in-law to-be making his getaway after this 

discovery. To get back into the good graces of xis future 

family, the buckaroo, who has been going straight for some 

time, has to shoot it out with the Cordt gang in the big finale. 

He kills two of the Cordt followers, but someone else kills his 

father and brother for him, thus solving a knotty problem in 
ethics. 

If you can endure these melodramatics, you may find a lot 
of pleasure in some breath-taking shots of Southern Utah ter- 
rain. The camera work puts the actors to shame. Howard 
Duff, the radio detective Sam Sp-*>, plays the buckaroo as if 
he’s a little confused away from the tall buildings. Ann Blyth, 
as the tomboy, has a peaches and cream complexion that ob- 
viously never encountered much plateau sun and wind. George 
Brent, getting slightly plump, plays her father in the mono- 
tone which has stood him in good stead for many a movie. The 
wild horse, here called Black Velvet, is Diamond, an equine 
actor seen before in “Flicka,” and “Smoky.” He’s beautiful; 
even when he’s been running wild for several years, his black 
coat somehow remains curried to a silky sheen. 


Enough Plot for Two Pictures 
“THE WALKING HILLS,” at the MISSOURL, starts out as 
@ poor man’s “Treasure of Sierra Madre,” but soon branches 
out on so many cheap melodramatic tangents that nothing but 
confusion results. In this number, eight men at a back-room 
card game in a Mexican border town set out 
to find a 100-year-old wagon train buried in 
the shifting sand dunes of the desert on the 
American side, their avarice inflamed by 
tales of $5,000,000 in gold lost with the train. 
As in “Sierra Madre,” a stranger appears to 
cut himself in on the fihd—only it’s not a 
him, it’s a her, she’s not a stranger, two of 
the men being her former sweethearts, and there isn’t any find 
to amount to anything—only 10,000 measly bucks. 


Having thus introduced sex, explained with some uninter- 
esting flashbacks, the screenwriter and director seek to vary 
the monotony of digging in the sand by having one of the 
diggers turn out to be a private detective after a murderer, and 
four of the others to be fugitives from murder raps. To pro- 
vide a little musical background, another gold-hunter is made 
a Negro guitar crooner. 


Things are still dull, so they whip up: (1) a shovel fight, 
where you can pick up a few points on how to wield one in case 
you ever become involved in a ditch-diggers’ brawl; (2) a ter- 
rific sandstorm in which everyone staggers about but doesn’t 
get a single grain in his eye; (3) a gunfight in the storm, 
which kills off all the undesirable characters who have trans- 
gressed against the Johnston office moral code and which the 
storm or previous fights doesn’t get. One of those who go 
down for the count is an Indian, who, through another marve- 
lous coincidence, killed off some Chinese he was smuggling 
across the border at that very spot some years before. His 
death from the storm is quite mute and inglorious, as none of 
the others even miss him after it subsides. 7 


Involved in this strange melange are Randy Scott, Ella 
Raines, Arthur Kennedy, John Ireland, and V’illiam Bishop. 


The B-feature, another Western, is “THE UNTAMED 
BREED,” with Sunny Tufts and Barbara Britton. The only 
new note in this is a fight between a Wild stallion and a Brah- 
ma bull. : 


Prize-fighter Artist 
“WHIPLASH,” at the ST. LOUIS, is about prize-fighting, 
more or less, but it also is decorated with phony melodramatic 
devices. It has a fighter (Dane Clark) who would rather be 
an artist—a switch from the customary violin—and a mysteri- 
ous beauty (Alexis Smith) who suddenly dis- 
appears from the California coast after she 
says she loves him, and turns up as a singer 
in a New York nightclub. Her husband 
(Zachary Scott) is a crippled ex-fighter and 
owner of the club who tries to make a cham- 
pion of the fighter and then undertakes to 
have him killed in the ring. The singer 
has a weakling alcoholic brother (Jeffrey Lynn) a physi- 
cian on whom Scott has a mysterious hold, and who sets out to 
murder Scott. There are some other stock characters—Eve 
Arden as a wisecracking blonde, S. Z. Sakall as a kindly 
bartender, and Alan Hale as an Irish trainer. The samples 
of Mr. Clark’s art are about on the magazine illustrator 
level, and those of his boxing not even on the preliminary 
level. Mr. Scott looks like anything but a former prize- 
fighter. The singing by Miss Smith or the voice dubbed in 
for her is quite dispirited, which is the way we felt after sitting 


through this. 
There is a B-Western, “BAD MEN OF TOMBSTONE,” with 
Barry Sullivan, Marjorie Reynolds and Broderick Crawford. 


Junior Tarzan 
Johnny Sheffield, who used to play Tarzan’s son, has gone 


into business for himself as a junior Tarzan, in “BOMBA, 
THE JUNGLE BOY,” at the SHUBERT. He wears the usual 
breech-clout of leopard skin and even finds a leopard skin 
perfectly tailored for Peggy Ann Garner, who 
plays a photographer’s daughter lost in the 
African wilds. This has the customary jungle 
perils of snarling leopards, hippos, rhinoc- 
eros, savages, lions, and a new one, swarm- 
ing locusts. Studio shots of carefully planted 
jungle, which look like those display windows 
at the American Museum of Natural History, 
are intermixed with clippings from explorer films which, often 
as not, have entirely different terrain. The results, therefore, 
seemed hacked as well as hackneyed. If the Tarzan films rate 
as B’s, this would be classified at about X. The program is 
completed with a Joe Palooka film, “THE BIG FIGHT,” with 
Joe Kirkwood Jr. and Leon Errol.

Angelo Patri Takes Up Whittling (a 


Working With One's Hands Great Tonic, Says Authority on Children ——

NEW YORK, April 22. 


OR years Angelo Patri helped 
F students carve out useful ca- 

reers by his activities pro- 
gram in New York Public School 
45. Now retired, Patri does a little 
carving himself to keep his hands 
busy on his farm at Patterson, 
New York. From blocks of balsa 
wood, Patri has fashioned a min- 
iature gallery of birds, animals, 
human figures and gracefully or- 
namented picture frames, 


“Working with one’s hands,” 
said the white-haired, former 
school principal, “is a great tonic 
for the nerves. In my own. Case 
whittling—I prefer to call it by 
that name for in reality I’m aitill 
a novice at it—brings on a happy 
and contented feeling that takes 
my mind off everything else. 


“T become so absorbed in it 
that aches and pains are forgot- 
ten. It tones up nerves and mus- 
cles, is in fact what one might 
call occupational therapy. Similar 
pursuits in hospitals have often 
helped patients return to normal- 
cy. Shell-shocked men in the late 
war were often again made useful 
citizens through this idea alone. 


“Actually it is not how artistic 
an object one turns out that 
amounts to so much as the satis- 
faction one gets from finding 
something useful to do with one’s 
hands. A mood of depression 
changes quickly as one concen- 
trates on the task. Time flies and 
sO does care and worry.” 


While chatting with a friend 
last December, Patri mentioned 
that he wished he had a hobby 
to keep his mind occupied, when 
free from the duties of running 
a farm and writing his daily news- 
paper column. 


The friend suggested wood carv- 
ing and later sent him a simple 
wood-carving set and some balsa 
wood. Patri began his adventures 
in whittling as uninitiated in the 
mysteries of the art as the veriest 
untutored pupil, in his old school 
in the Bronx, might have been 
starting one of the school’s activ- 
ity courses. 

Certainly none of his former pu-

pils could have shown more en- 
thusiasm for the task. Mrs. Patri 
wanted to buy him a book on 
wood carving but Mr. Patri said 
he would go ahead with his own 
ideas—that he doubted if he would 
understand the book anyway. 
Somehow by a keen co-ordina- 
tion between hand and the lines 
of symmetry in Patri’s mind, his 
first effort, the figure of -a man, 
was a distinct success. It fur- 
nished the empetus needed to sell 
him completely on the hobby. Now 
his study is filled with an attrac- 


tive assortment of birds, animals, 
and religious figures. An arctic 
explorer, parka and all, seems to 
have just stepped out of the north- 
lands. “If he had a beard,” said 
Patri, “he might be Peary.”

T times, he draws the pattern 
A on wood before whittling. At 

others he starts out with only 
a mental image of the object he 
wishes to make. But whatever the 
method, the result turns out well. 
He has nicked himself here and 
there about the hands on o¢ca- 


sions but he dismisses these cuts 
casually as occupational hazards, 
although the scar of one miscue 
is evident on his left thumb, 

Patri’s statues are not the only 
ones on his estate. Former pupils, 
experts in their line, have made 
his spacious grounds a place of 
statues, Many life size. They peer 
out from niches around the house, 
on hillsides and the edge of ponds, 
Here, in the foothills of the Berk- 
shires, they form a tie with Pa- 
tri’s past—the classroom and the 
school workshop.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 
HOPE that the recent excur- 
| sion of a few Senators into the 
old and ancient alleys near the 
Capitol in Washington will have 
a more lasting effect than previ- 
ous excursions have had. 

When I first went to Washing- 
ton in 1933, Mrs. Archibald Hop- 
kins, who had worked to remove 
these alleys from the Washington 
scene ever since Woodrow Wilson 
was President, came to get me 
one day and insisted that we drive 
through many of them. 

Being a New Yorker, I was im- 
pressed at first by the fact that 
at least here the buildings were 
not so high and there was a 
chance for a little sun and air to 
permeate the filth and squalor. 
But I-.soon learned just how bad 
these alleys were. What crime 
was bred there, what. disease 
spread from there and what seeds 
of delinquency were sown in those 
alley slums.

THE QUESTION has _ never 
been decided whether a human 
being acquires more characteris- 
tics through heredity or through 
environment. Nevertheless I am 
quite sure that human beings who 
live in the Washington slums are 
conditioned to.a great extent by 
their environment. 


The greater number of people - 


living in the slums of Washington 
are Negroes. There is always a 
housing shortage for them; they 
are always being crowded into 
houses which have been con- 
demned and should be torn down. 
It is hard to believe, but most of 
Washington’s slums has only out- 
door sanitation and sometimes the 
only running water available is a 
faucet in the yard. 
= F 

FROM THESE overcrowded 
rooms, servants go out to work 
in comfortable houses. Children 
are cared for by women whose 
children go to segregated schools. 
Poor food and poor housing make 


these children a prey to many dis- 
eases and as they pass through 
the streets, or as their elders care 
for them at home and then go 
into other homes to work, the dis- 
eases may spread. 

I only hope that the things the 
Senators saw will stay more last- 
ingly in their minds than the im- 
pressions which I have seen con- 
gressional groups gather before. 
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IN THE DEATH of Rabbi 
Stephen Wise, this country has 
lost a fine and honorable citizen. 
He was a Zionist and devoted to 
Palestine and its development as 
a nation. He was, “owever, above 
all, a citizen of the United States 
and one that wanted this country 
live up to the highest ideals. 

I do not think he ever had 
been quite the same since his 
wife died, and undoubtedly life 
had become more or less of a bur- 
den. But to those he left behind—~ 
his friends and co-workers and 
especially his children—there will 
be a great void where the warmth 
of his spirit and his great per- 
sonality will be sadly missed. 


Fish Roll-Ups 

Four fish fillets, haddock or 
halibut; two small dill pickles, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, four table- 
spoons flour, four tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine, one clove garlic, 
one eight-ounce can tomato sauce, 
two tablespoons sherry, thypeé ta- 
blespoons Parmesan-style cheese. 

Start your oven at 375 degrees 
F. or moderate. Cut the fillets in 
half crosswise. Then cut dill 
pickles in quarters lengthwise. 
Wrap fish around pickle to make 
a neat little roll and dust lightly 
with salt, pepper and flour. 

Melt butter or margarine in a 
skillet, add garlic and brown fil- 
lets on all sides. Now place 
browned fillets in an eight-inch 
casserole and pour over the to- 
mato sauce and sherry. Sprinkle 
with cheese and bake 20 minutes,

Long an Operatic and Concert Star, 
He Is Wowing Ladies—and Others— 
With 'South Pacific’ Performance— 


Started Out as Six-Day Bike Rider

NEW YORK, April 22. 


ETROPOLITAN Opera star 
M exc Pinza, who has a pair 

of shoulders like a stevedore, 
a profile as pleasing as that of 
the late John Barrymore in his 
heydey, and a voice, personality 
and theatrical savvy that have 
earned him the title of “the great- 
est singing actor of his genera- 
tion,” is well on his way to be- 
coming a matinee idol. Long an 
opera and concert favorite, Pinza 
is now exerting his charm in the 
new Richard Rodgers-Oscar Ham- 
merstein Broadway musical play, 
“South Pacific,” and thereby ac- 
quiring a whole new contingent 
of feminine fans. 

Opening with a record-smashing 
advance sale of almost $500,000, 
“South Pacific” is already sold 
out until late August. Based on 
James <A. Michener’s’ Pulitzer 


’ Prize-winning “Tales of the South 


Pacific,” which will begin in serial 
form in the Post-Dispatch on Sun- 
day, the big and beautiful musi- 
cal play is providing Pinza with 
more fun than he has had since 
the days when he was a six-day 
bicycle rider back in Italy. 


“Eet ees wonderfool,” he ex- 
claimed to this reporter in his 
exotic English, which in future 
quotations will be translated to 
the straight stuff. “In thees play 
I get to sing, I get to act, I get 
to kees Mary Marteen.” 

As the French planter, Emile de 
Becque, who falls in love with an 
American Navy nurse, Mary Mar- 
tin, Pinza has in “South Pacific” 
the opportunity to exhibit on 
Broadway the charm that has 
made him famous in the Metro- 
politan. From Pinza’s first num- 
ber, “Some Enchanted Evening,” 
which he sings to Miss Martin in 


his romantic hilltop garden on a 


South Pacific: Island, he has the 
ladies in the audience sighing in 
their seats and the men in the 
theater thinking there ought to be 
a law against any guy so big and 
handsome also being equipped 
with such a wonderful voice. 
Often called the greatest living 
bass baritone, Ezio Pinza was 
born in Rome, but left the capital 
in his teens and spent his youth 
in Ravenna. The son of a carpen- 
ter, he learned his father’s trade 
and also worked as a baker. But 


‘his ambition in life at that time 


was to be a proféssional bicycle 
racer. His broad shoulders and 
fine physique are today the re- 
sults of the long hours he spent 
training as a bike rider, 

“Never can I find coat hangers 
the size of my coats,” says Pinza. 
“It is very troublesome.” 

In the old Byzantine. city of 
Ravenna, Pinza went to the opera 
with his family on Sundays, but 
gave little thought to an operatic 
career until friends of the Pinza 
family urged the elder Pinza to 
encourage him in his singing. De- 
ciding that his son would never 
be Italy’s top bicycle racer, papa 
Pinza took young Ezio to Bologna 
to audition for the great Vezzani 
at the conservatory. Vezzani 


‘turned him down but the de- 


termined Pinza pere finally got 
his son accepted by Ruzza, an- 
other famous Italian teacher, and 
Vezzani finally changed his mind 
and took the young Pinza into the 
conservatory. 

“There was so little money that 
at nights I worked in a carpenter 
shop to get money to eat,” Pinza 


recalls. “After I had studied with 
Maestro Ruzza for one year he 
went insane and died and then 
Vezzani committed suicide and I 
said to myself perhaps I am re- 
sponsible for all this madness and 
so I quit studying.” 

With so little formal training, 
Pinza made his debut in the fall of 
1914 in the role of Oroveso in 
Bellini’s “Norma” in a small opera 
house in Soncino near Milan. But 
then the war came and for six 
years Pinza did no singing. Dis- 
charged in Naples, as a captain 
with the bronze cross for distin- 
guished service, he began prac- 
ticing again and was soon engaged 
to sing the part of King Mark in 
Wagner's “Tristan and _ Isolde.” 
Within the next five years he sang 
all over Italy and became a Mem- 
ber of the La Scala in Milan, the 
Regio in Turin, the San Carlo in 
Naples and the Rome Opera House.

the Metropolitan, heard Pinza in 
1925 and promptly signed him for 
the coming New York season. 


Pinza made his debut at the Met 
Nov. 1, 1926, as the High Priest 
in Spontini’s “La Vestale” and the 
critics and public alike acclaimed 
him as the greatest bass since 
Chaliapin. Among Pinza’s most 
famous’ characterizations have 
been: Boris Godounov, Figaro in 
“The Marriage of Figaro,” Basillo 
in “The Barber of Seville,” Philip 
in “Don Carlos” and Sarastro in 
“The Magic Flute,” but it was his 
first Metropolitan “Don Giovanni” 
that really caused a sensation. It 
was then that the opera-going 
public came to realize that be- 
sides being a great singer and 
actor, Pinza was also one of the 
most arresting personalities to ap- 
pear on any operatic stage. 
Since his American debut, Pinza

has been a busy man. The Colon | 
in Buenos Aires, the Municipal in 
Rio de Janeiro, Covent Garden in 


London, the Opera in Paris and all 
the other most important opera 
houses in the world have en- 
gaged him season after season. In 
the United States for two decades 
he has been a leading member of 
both the San Francisco and the 
Chicago Opera associations.

He points out that Marlene Diet- 
rich manages beautifully to retain 
great gobs of glamour even though 
a grandmother and he proposes

Now married to the former Doris 
Leak of Larchmont, N.Y., Pinza 
has two children, Pietro, 5, and 
Clelia, 7, by his second Marriage. 
He still bicycles every morning 
around his home in Rye, N.Y., for 
an hour and spends other spare 
time boating, fishing and shooting. 
He wears the loudest checked 
coats he can find and affects 
black, navy or maroon shirts. As 
the opposite of the fiery, electric, 
overchanged personality he usual- 
ly is on the stage, he likes to 
think of himself as a silent, 
sometimes brusque and slightly 
humorous father. Once taken to 
Ellis Island during the war and 
later cleared, Pinza is now an 
American citizen. 


In “South Pacific” Pinza is de- 
lighted with his role that requires 
him to wear only civilian clothes 
and soldier’s fatigues. In his more 
than 20 years with the Metropoli- 
tan he collected a wardrobe of 
prodigious proportions and at last 
count owned 35 artificial noses, 47 
beards, 51 mustaches, 22 pairs of 
ears, 11 warts, 41 pairs of eye- 
brows and seven pairs of eye- 
lashes. In “South Pacific” he can 
just look himself. 


As for his future plans, not even 
Pinza himself can say. His con- 
tract with “South Pacific” runs 
until June 1950 and predictions 
are already being made that by 
that time Pinza will have so well 
established himself on Broadway 
with his voice, virility and charm 
that he will never return to the 
old and strenuous life of concert 
and opera career.

After finding out, via the four- 
no-trump bid, that North had only 
one ace, South felt that a five-no- 
trump bid would be too risky, 
since it would force a slam no 
matter what North answered. This 
was a good decision. 

West opened the spade ace, 
looked at the dummy, and shifted 
to a diamond. The ace was 
played; then declarer cashed the 
top trumps. When the break 
came to light, South saw that his 
contract was in jeopardy. 

Analyzing the situation, South 
saw that the diamond finesse, 
even if successful, would not be 
enough, since he could discard 
only one club from his own hand 
and still would have to catch the 
club queen. So South tried a dif- 
ferent plan. He cashed the spade 
king, discarding a diamond from 
dummy, then led directly to the 
diamond king and ruffed away the 
diamond jack. Now he threw West 
in with the high trump. 

If West had been afraid to give 
declarer a ruff-and-discard, and 
had led back a club, South’s plan 
would have worked out beauti- 
fully, but West made no such er- 
ror! It was obvious to him that 
declarer, as well as dummy, held 
four clubs, so what good would 
it do him to get rid of one of 
them? On that excellent analysis, 
West played another spade. This 
left South high and dry, with an 
unavoidable club loser. 

South’s line of play had been 
almost right, but not quite! If he 
had discarded a club from dummy 
on the spade kjng, and then pro- 
ceeded exactly as he did, the re- 
sult would have been gubstan- 
tially better.

The other dictionaries do not 
even list the “full, copious, abun- 
dant” definition. Thorndike Cen- 
tury, Macmillan’s, Winston’s, 
Words: The New Dictionary, the 
American College Dictionary, 
Webster’s Collegiate, Funk and 
Wagnalls New College Standard, 
and Skeat’s Etymological Diction- 
ary define fulsome variously as 
meaning, “so much as to be dis- 
gusting; offensive; nauseous; 
gross; sickeningly excessive; of- 
fensive to good taste; coarse; in- 
delicate; offensive to the smell.” 
Certainly these terms are not ap- 
propriate in describing our de 
mocracy. Don’t you agree? 

My library of dictionaries goes 
back more than 150 years. It in- 
cludes scores of volumes. But not 
a single one sanctions the “full, 
copious, abundant” meaning for 
modern usage, if, indeed, it is 
mentioned at all. Here is the com- 
plete definition of fulsome in 
Webster’s 1828 edition: 
“Nauseous; offensive; rank; of- 
fensive to the smell. Lustful. 
Tending to obscenity.” Webster 
derived fulsome from the Anglo- 
Saxon word ful, meaning “foul.”
